It is 
claimed by Mr. Springer that the Boiler In- 
spector teld him yesterday he would go on the 
witness-stand and swear that he had inspected 
the boilers,.and that they were sound and in 
good condition. 

‘* If the boilers were condemned it was with- 
out my knowledge,” said Mr. Springer. ‘I 
firmly believed they were safe, and when the 
inspector told me of the ordinance regarding 
the safety plugs he was instructed to put on 
all the appliances required to make them safe 
and to see that they were in perfect condition. 
He used to own a boiler shop and 1 did not 
know that he had sold it until to- 
day. He was to have put the safety 
plugs on the boilers a week ago 
last Sunday. My superintendent told him to 
do it. And asto the safety of the boilers, the 
inspector told me this morning he would go 
on the stand and swear they were in good con- 
dition 

“But even if there had been safety plugs it 
would argh made any  differ- 
and “a” half gauges of “water~~in 
the try-cocks not one minute before the explo- 
sion occurred. There could not have been 
any sediment in the try-cock pipes as usually 
1s the case when boilers blow up. Less than 
two months ago the connecting pipes were all 
taken out and new ones put in to get rid ofthe 
corroded pipes if therc were any. And then 
we blow off the gauge-cocks thoroughly three 
times every day, so they could not have been 
choked up by sediment. 

“* The Inspector made out the certificates of 
inspection four weeks ago, but withheld them 
until the safety plugs could be put in. I un- 
derstand he has a large number of certificates 
in his office which he is holding just as he held 
mine. He certified that my boilers were 
all right save for the lack of the safety 
plugs, and the cause of the explosion, as I 
have said, was not due to the want of water in 
the boilers.” 

Before Mr. Springer made the foregoing 
statement and before he knew the Boiler In- 
spector had been seen he claimed that he had 
the certificates of inspection. 

** Yes,” he said, “* the boilers were tested by 
the city Inspector and pronounced all right. 
The insurance company’s In tor also went 
over them, and I have the certificates of both 
at the office, 

“The boilers were covered by what is known 
as a blanket insurance policy, which guaran- 
tees indemnity not only for such damage as 
niay be caused to the surrounding property 
but to the empioyés who may be injured or to 
the heirs of those who may be killed. ‘But 
I do not care to refer to this 
part of the policy. I do not care to have it 
published. The Hartford Insurance company 
gave the policy, which was for $50,000 

“ The insurance company has acted nicely, 
and yesterday the agent told us to go ahead 
and repair damages as cheaply as possible and 
the company would settle the bil, We hada 
letter of sympathy frém the Crane company, 
stating that its shops were open to us to re- 
pair our machinery.” 

Speaking df the work of repairing the dam- 
age, he said that half of the plant 
started as usual at 8 o'clock this 
morning. Two shifts of fifty men each 
would work night and day repairing the 
wreck, and within a week the nineteen boil- 
ers would be in complete working order and 
the plant would be running as if nothing had

Storey made his report, 

Jatnes W. Nye and Manager M. D. Thatcher 
of the American Casualty company, which for 
three years placed the insurancé on the 
Springer batteries, were not disposed to talk 
on the cause of the accident, but said that 
their company had declined to reinsure the 
Springer batteries at the usual insurance rates. 

“ This was on the report of our inspector,” 
said Mr. Thatcher. ‘*He reported that saw- 
dust and refuse were used for firing the boil- 
ers, andin mest instances capable firemen 
cannot be procured where such fuel is used, 

Cheap firemen unacquainted with the man- 
agement of boilers make the risk to insurance 
companies extremely hazardous. “ We avoid 
issuing policies in such cases.”’ 

Manager Thatcher also admitted that two 
years ago, while his company held the insur- 
ance on the Springer batteries, one of the 
boilers burned out and his company had 
paid for it. He believed that the man then in 
charge had been both negligent and wanting 
in capacity, insomuch as all signs showed 
that the water had been allowed to run low in 
the boilers. This has been another reason for 
declining the insurance on the battery. 

H. D. P. Bigelow refused to give any in- 
formation as to the policy written by the 
Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection and Insur- 
ance company, of which he is the Chicago 
agent, on the Springer boilers, 

‘* All the information you ask me for is 
published in this morning’s Trrsuns,” he 
said.” **Some of our policies cover loss of 
life as well as explosions of boilers—it’s.ac- 
cording to the way those wanting insurance 
feel about it. In this caseI can’t give you 
any information. I have no right to talk, for 
there are others interested. Why don’t you 
go to see Springer? 

“Mr. Thatcher of the Americam Steam- 
boiler Insurance company says his company 
would not take the risk except as extra hazard- 
ous, having ascertained that refuse was used 
as fuel, that cheap men were employed, and 
an inspection showed that there was cheap 
and careless management generally.’’ 

“The American didn’t insure Springer be 
cause it couldn’t get the tisk. As to its being 
extra hazardous, is not the American com- 
pany ‘liable for suits to the amount of 
$1,000,000 against the North and West Side 
Street-Car companies, according to figures 
published in Tae Trreunz? Is that extra 
hazardous or not? When that company taiks 
about our business it talks about something 
that doesn’t concern it. We don’t interfere 
with its business. I don’t see how 1 could be 
justified now in giving you information, but 
the time may come when I can talk and then 
I shall be willing to talk.”

Your committee cannot ascertain from the rec- 
ords or by personal inquiry that the action of the 
board has been guided heretofore by a definite 
policy or a spatilic anof operation.

3. The dimensions of the channel, its depth at 
the ersne pote’ and its grade are not matters 
of official record, nor are the works proposed for 
the development of water power below Lockport. 
In fact, there are no proper records which indicate 
the plans of the board. So far as the committee 
can infer one foot only is allowed for fall in a dis- 
tance of seven miles from the lake through the 
river to the Stoék-Yards, and the grades

itself stated at over $1,500,000. The situation 
may beavoided or bettered by a route to 
south of the yards, by tke Illinois and Michigan 
canal, or by one to the north of the canal. 

The cross at Western avenue and Thirty- 
ninth street only less serious. - Here are en- 
countered the tracks of the Northern Pacific (not 
yet laid) and Pan Handle, and the 
Stock-Yards company leading to their rail- 
way yards.

through to the South Fork, 

The whole question of a route at this end 
should be reconsidered. constructive 
cost should be reéstimated, the right of way ap- 
praised, and the pamney damages valued, for 
each line that may be available. On any line that 
may be adopted, the final determination of the 
basis of railway compensation is likely to be a 
matter of tedious litigation. The cost is not 
however, the only criterion. Within limits of 
cost, considerations which pertain to the eflici- 
ency of the channel and its adaptation to future 
needs; should aiso govern. Some of those may be 
stated without further argument at this time, 

1. The channel should effectively remove the 
sewage without exvensive adjuncts and auxili- 
aries which require large expenditures for opera- 
tions and for maintenance, thus making the effi- 
ciency dependent on the whims of an annual ap- 
propriation bill. 

2. The plan should contemplate tbe easy devel- 
opment of the water supply in excess of the ca- 
pacity of the Chicago River, when the occasion 
therefor shall arise, as contemplated by the law. 
3, All conditions should be avoided which will 
in any way mitigate against the fallest develop- 
ment of a navigable route from the lakes to the 
Mississippi, or the development of a deep water 
harbor; while these are not issues immediately 

nding, they cannot be ignored. The only feasi- 

le line for a waterway between the basin of 
St. Lawrence and that of the Mississippi is by the 
Chicago divide, and the only hope for a waterway 
in this generation is through the operations of 
this district, and for this object we may confi- 
dently enlist the aid of the United States in proper 
time. 

The deep harbor question may be best and most 
cheaply solved through the works of the district 
when the occasion therefor may arise. 

Proper consideration has not been given to the 
Chicago end of the route, and for this purpose the 
matter should be given the most elaborate judg- 
ment. The committee has no fear that the com- 
pletion of the work will thereby be delayed or its 


cost increased; in fact. such a course is likely to 


diminish the actual total of expenditure during 
the period for which the bonds will be issued. 


Other Sections of the Route. 


Any change in the location of the section of ten 
miles lying in the Desplaines River Valley be- 


tween Summit and Sag will depend largely upon ' 


the changes in the rock section below Sag and in 
the Chicago end this side of Summit. “Phe line 
varying widely in 
the Despiaines River. The channel for the five 
miles below Willow Springs will be partly in 
rock, and will be necessarily slow in execution. 
The committee has not given the attention to 
this section of the route which would warrant 
advice at this time, and especially as any 
changes will depend in some degree upon the 
action taken upon the section below and above. 
The work necessary below Lockport is relatively 
small,not requiring a long time for its execu- 
tion, though condemnation proceedi may be 
somewhat tedious. The plans contemplate the 
development of waterpower. It is submitted 
that all rights in the premises will 
guarded by securing the right of way, 
and that the plans for such development should 
be in accord with the future requirements otf a 
navigable channel. The work below Lockport is 
preéminently a matter in which to enlist Federal 
codperation. and before pny necessity arises for 
treating this section ample time will be permitted 
to define the policy of the district in this regard. 
The relations of the Chicago River system to 
works of the district are not yet determined and 
will be required for this purpose. It is doubtful 
whether a velocity of over one and one-fourth 
to one and one-half miles per hour through the 
river can be tolerated with due regard to the in- 
terests of navigation or to stability of the chan- 
nel with so many necessary obstructions in piers 
and angles. Some 400,000 cubic feet per minute 
passed through the South branch in the flood of 
1887, but the velocity at local poiuts was excessive, 
and the water at Bridgeport stood some four feet 
above the lake. : 
The channel can be greatly improved at locali- 
ties and probably made available for a volume of 
300,000 cubic feet per minute, but beyond this the 


cost. is likely to be so large as to make a channel 


in some other locality a measure of economy when 
the occasion therefor arises. The policy of the 
district is governed by the time when the work 
as a whole may be made ayailabie, and the finan-

Questions the Practicability. 


3. It is not practicable, on account of excessive 
cost, to make a channel that will carry _ the requi- 
site volume of water and at the same time be un- 
navigable. This is determined by the physical 
conditions. A channel flowing at a high velocit 
requires a high grade, thus increasing the roc 
cutting at the lower end. Such a channel will be 
unstable in the clay. 

4. For the required wapeetty a deep channel is 
less costly than awideone. It is also subject to 
less variation in flow by changes in the level of 
the lake, ay S and ‘by ice, and it is more 
easily regulated at the lower end on account of 
less fall. These are the substantial considera- 
tions which determined the present general plan 
as outlined in the law. Fortunately, all these con- 
ditions are also in the interest of navigation. 
The only incident for actual navigation is proper 
railway and highway crossings. This law was 
matured after long consideration and is explicit 
in its provisions. It lays down the con- 
ditions which must be met and definite- 
ly prescribes the  litmitations upon capacity 
and size of channel. It isno part of the duty of 
this board to question the provisions and it has 
no option other than to carry them out in accort®

| THE ATTACK WAS PREMEDITATED. 


The Baltimore Affair a Deliberate Plot to 
| Kill Americans—Derelict Police, 
- Vatzrzso, Cal., Jan. 9.—This was the third 
day of the investigation into the attack on the 
gailors of the Baltimore. Judge Advocate 
Remy presided alone, District Attorney Car- 
ter being absent. Nearly all the crew have 
now testified and Monday the officers will 
probably take stand. The case of the United 
States, as stated by President Harrison in his 
message, has been fully made out. It can no 
longer be doubted that the mob was organ- 
ized beforehand, Nearly every sailor was 
warned by at least one person that 
the Baltimore’s men would be attacked 
at dark. The clerk of the bank where 
they changed their money warned some 
of them. An English sea captain stopped 
others on the street and warned them, and 
many others in all classes of society also gave 
warnings. As a result many of the sailors 
képt away from the low part\of the town and 
wént to the fashionable residence and busi- 
ness quafters, only to be followed and attacked 
there. There were at least four different 
lovalities, some of them overa mile apart, 
where attacks on sailors were made simultan- 
edusly. The shameful part played by the 
Valparaiso police and sailors becomes more 
and more evident daily. Nearly every wit- 
ness was abused and insulted by thein, while 
evidence that it was they who shot and killed 
Riggin is conclusive, 

first three witnesses today testified to 
thé facts of the assault made on sailors near 
the Mole, a distance of abouta mile from 
where Riggin was killed. row 
ag in both places at the same time. 
A three witnesses told the same 
story, that of the third, John oe ma being 
the most sensational, as he was followed by a 
mob into the heart of the finest business por- 
tion of the city. The entire row 
outside the lower quarter of the city. 

A large number of sailors had gone to the 
Plaza Victoria to attend an opera in the finest 
theater in the city. The opera had been post- 
poried late in the day, and it was soon after 
this it was known that the row began. 

The story of James Gillen, the first witness, 
was merely corroborative of Carson’s accounts. 
The second witness, James Stewart, a fireman, 
testified that when his boat was on the way tu 
the shore they passed near the Esmeral- 
da, The men of this ship were running 
aloig the sides, shaking their fists and knives 
at the Americans, who then feared there 
would be trouble. Stewart then told the 
same story as Gillen. John Carson testified 
thathe wentinto White’s saloon, when the 
harkeeper warned him notto remain out 
after dark, as the mob meant to attack 
them. Later he and others were warned 
they would be attacked as soon as it was dark. 
He then thought there was trouble and ztarted 
for the mole with seven others of the Balti- 
moré’s men to return to the cruiser. 
found a mob at the -mole 
ing others of the Baltimore sailors. 
the rescuers arrived they were attacked and a 
fight followed. The sailors acquitted them- 
selves well until the mob began to stone them ; 
then they separated and fled. Carson soon 
found himself alone in the best part of the 
town, with the mob still at his heels. He said: 

** T eritered the Hotel Colonna, one of the 
best hotels in the city, for refuge. The crowd 
stopped at the doors howling. Iasked for a 
room, but was refused. Then asked for a meal 
but was again refused and was ordered out. T 
ran toward .the crowd at the door and it 
yieldéd. I then ran across the street into a 
cigar store with the mob following me, but the 
door was shut inst them. A young gentle- 
man came in and said: : 

*** Get that uniform off. I am an American 
too, but they will murder you if you wear those 
clothes.’ 

**He gave me citizens’ clothes and took me 
out. ‘The crowd saw me, but did not recog- 
nize me, and made no demonstration. I 
never éxpressed approval of the action of the 
police.”

] Appropriations to Be Recommend@d for 
_ Uneompleted Projects—The Committee 
Does Not Invite Delegations to Appear 
and Those ‘Who Do Come Will Be Under 
Restrictions—No Hearings After Feb. 10— 
Difference in Selecting Bering Sea Arbi- 
trators—Chicago’s Public Building Bil). 
Wasninctox, D. C., Jan. 9.—The House 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors effected an 
organization today. There has been some in- 
formal discussion among members with ref- 


‘erence to the policy to be pursued by the cum- 


mittee in the matter of river and harbor im- 


| provements. No conglusion has been reached, 


but seems to be a feeling that little, if 
any, new work will be authorized. Existing 
uncompleted projects will be kept up by an 
appropriation to continue the work, but the 
total amount of appropriations recommended 
by the committee in any bill it may frame 
will be less than the appropriations of the last 
Congress. A Michigan delegation consisting 
of Messrs. Martin, Ramsey, and Fife appeared 
before the committee in the interest of the 
lnprovement of St. Joseph’s Harbor, Mich. 
Chairman Blanchard said this afternoon 
that in order to enable the committee to bring 
im a River and Harbor bill at an early day it 
will be absolutely necessary that the time of 
the committee be absorbed as little as possi- 
bie in hearing delegations that come to Wash- 
ington for the purpose of making arrange- 
ments in support of the improvement of par- 
ticular localities. Delegations are, therefore, 
he said, not expected or encouraged to come, 
and will not be heard except upon ap- 
plication previously presented through a 
Sepator or Representative, “and after 
the same has been allowed, a date fixed, and a 
specified time not ex ing one hour for a 
given project allotted. After - Feb. 10 such 
delegations will not be heard at all. Senators 
Representatives will not be, as hereto- 
fore, formally invited to appear before the 
cominittee, but such as present themselves 
will be accorded a brief time + present such 
matters as they desire. Mr. anchard says 
the engineers’ reports are full, roar but little 
else is needed by the committee in its work. 


CANNOT AGREEF ON ARBITRATORS. 


That Is the Hitch in the Bering Sea Settile- 
ment—No Probable Rupture. 
Wasurxctor, D. C., Jan. 9.—The Bering 
Sea negotiations are not proceeding with that 
smoothness which would encourge the belief 
that before the next sealing season opens the 
rights of the United States in the Northern 
ocean will be clearly defined. No -real ob- 
stacles have recently been interposed, but 
this government is struggling with poor suc- 
cess to disturb the inertia of the Brit- 
ish Government and secure some for- 
ward og ar ‘he its part towards a 
oe. long ex arbi- 
tration. It is two Pima now since the last 
definite proposals on this subject were ex- 
changed. Secretary Blaine had so far yielded 
to Minister Salisbury’s request as to consent 
to the reference of 7 dh questions under con- 
tention to a tribunal composed of seven per- 
sons. One of these arbitrators was to repre- 
sent Canada, one Great Britain, two the 
United States, and the remaining three were 
to be selected from other nations. Up to this 
point everything had progressed oar ey wean 
when it came to an agreement u 
neutral arbitrators there was a ga h. Great 
Britain could not be induced ‘to submit ay 
, names of persons who would be acceptable to 
it and has not up to this time. Unless Lord 
Salisbury speedily gives his attention to the 
negotiations the prospects are favorable to a 
renewal of the modus viveadi, with all of ite 
harassing features, which was in force last 
season, for it is not probable that a rupture 
will occur between Great Britain and the 
United States on a matter so unimportant as 
the personality of the arbitrators. 


CHICAGO’S NEW PUBLIC BUILDING. 


The Bill to Be Referred to a Subcommittee 
~Largest Appropriation in the Lot, 

Wasuincton, D. C., Jan. 9.—The Chicago 
Public Buildmg bill will be referred to 
Messrs. Newperry of Illinois, Tarsney of Mis- 
souri, and Sweet of Idaho as a subcommittee 
of the House Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds. This is the largest bill as re- 
gards the amount of appropriation carried 
before the Public Building commit- 
tee. The San Francisco public build. 
ing will go to the same committee, 
which has jurisdiction over all bills in Llinois 
the Northwest, and the coast. The work of 
each subcommittee is subject to revision by a 
revisory committee, consisting of the Chair- 
men of the several subcommittees, and finally 
by the full committee. Mr. Bankhead of 
Alabama, Chairman of the full committee, 
believes that in this manner the merits of 
each public building bill will have been fully 
ema before the bill is reported to the

The " Pubhe Buildings committee met this 
morning, but nothing of importance was done 
beyond the designation of subcommittees, 
The committee has not yet outlined its policy 
as respects public buildings.

ALLKGED MURDEROUS CONSPIRACY. 


Ww. F. Smith Catses the Arrest of the Alex- 
ander Party—All the Men Bailed. 

There was. a new phase put upon the Alex- 
ander arson case last night when the police 
locked up five men, chargmg them with con- 
spiracy to commit murder. They were Marx 
and BarnettiAlexander, William Harris, Lewis 
Levi, and Michael Givens. They were.all tak- 
en to the armory. where bail was fixed at $500 
in each case. Later they were released, 
Avraham Sturniheim of No. 712 Larrabee 
street signing their bonds. Mr. Sturmheitm is al- 
ready security on their bonds for their appear- 
ance in court on the original charges of arson. 

‘The warrnats were eworn out yesterday by 
W. Fitch Smith, who occupies rooms 
above por shacendes store, and who alleges 
that the plot to burn the building was the re- 
sult of a conspiracy to killhim. Mr. Smith 
and the Alexanders have had differences for 
some time over a disputed right to lease the 
building at No. 210 State street. Smith is a 
partner in the firm of Gagan & Co., theatrical 
costumers, whose headquarters are 10 the sec- 
ond story of the State street building. Max 
Alexander, Smith says, has for some tame 
been very anxious to secure a lease on the en- 
tire building, but Gagan & Co.’s occupancy 
of the rooms-above his storé frustrated his 

lans. The costuming firm refused to leave 

ause their lease had not expired, and they 

felt that a sudden change would injure their 
business. 

Max Alexander, it is alleged, persisted in 
his efforts-to secure the entire lease and ill- 
feeling sprang up between the two men. 
Smith did not slide last night that any of the 
men under arrest had ever made open threats 
to get him out of the way, but he insists that 
they were apparently determined to have him 
vacate the building even at the sacrifice of his 
life. The charge of conspiracy to commit 
murder is in reality secondary, as Smith does 
not claim that the attempt to fire the building 
was made to kill him, but that willingness to 
take his life was expressed in the act of put- 
ting the boxes, saturated with kerosene, and 
the lighted candle in the shoe store. 


FIREMEN HURT IN A COLLISION, 


Engine and Truck No. 1 Come Together on 
Their Way to a Fire. 

Hook and ladder truck No. 1 and engine 
No..1 responding to a fire at 10 o’clock last 
night-collided at the corner of Jefferson and 
Harrison streets. The engine was overturned 
and wrecked, one of the three horses pulling 
the long track was thrown on the boiler and 
badly cut ana burned, and Driver Tim Mc- 
Auliffe was thrown from his high perch 
on the truck clear over the upset engine and 
seriously bruised. Other members of.the two 
companies were pitched violently to-the 
ground, but sustained no particular damage. 
The engine was being driven south on Jeffer- 
son street, and was crossing Harrison when 
the truck came from the west. Driver Twohy 
, endeavored to turn the engine out of the way, 
| but the three horses attached to the truck 
were gomg at full speed and dashed into the 
engine, throwing it over on the sidewalk. The 
shafts of the truck were demolished, and 
a sharp piece of the wood was driven into the 
side of the middle horse. That animal ran 
against the boiler of the engine and was seri- 
ously burned. Theengine was righted and 


sent to the shops. 
The alarm which called out the machines 
was on the upper floor of the three-story 


building occupied by the American Cutlery 
company at 177 to 193 Mather street. A new 
boiler had been uring the

The President, of the Society Speaks 
Directly of the Evils of Long Drawn 
Out Litigation and Thinks Lawyers .and 
Judges of Cook County Are Responsible 
~The Library Matter Postponed After a 
Warm Debate—Officers Elected. 


With nearly a hundred members present 
the annual meeting of the Law Institute was 
held yesteriay afternoon in Judge Anthony's 
court-room. Most important was the election 
of officers and the reading of President John 
Barton Payne’s annual address. He spoke 
directly of the evils of delayed litigation com- 
mon to Cook County courts and recommend- 
ed feform. He referred also to the work of 
the institute and favored securing commodi- 
ous quarters where lawyers might meet in a 
professional way. 

Reports from the various committees and 
officers showed that the association was in 
good condition, havmg about 700 members 
and no heavy debts. ‘ 

As soon as he called the meeting to order 
Mr. Payne read his address. He began by 
naming and giving a short biographical sketch 
of members who had ‘died during the: last 
year. The list contained the following names: 

A. R. Abbott, John H. Thompson, George C. 
wb wt Albert Sidney, Johnson Magruder, 
ges J. Keon, Malcolm Caruthers, John 

G. Reid, Howard Hare, and Harvey Storck. 

Referring tc to the duty of the institute, Mr. 
Payne sai _ yee wail organized for the 
advancement jurisprudenes, its members 
had net yot felt called upon ‘to lead in gny 
substantial reform tending in this direction. 
He continued : 

We are confronted with the fact that we are 
following inthe beaten track in practice and 
pleading. marked out forus by Lord Coke and 
put into form: by Joseph Chitty under conditions 
altogether unlike the present. We are con- 
fronted by the fact that the ‘courts in this county 
for some reason are overwhelmed with business. 
Fifteen thousand cases have been brought into the 
Circuit Court of this county since the last trial 
calendar was prepared and the yr remain 
pending.. Cases commen in Sept. 1800, have 
not yet found a place on a trial calendar and 
some commenced in Aug. 1889, have not yet been 
reached for trial. 

The effect of this must be necessarily to encour- 
age litigation which out to be discour . and 
to discourage litigation which ought to be encour- 

, the purpose of which is to enforce a merit- 
ous right or to redress a substantial wrong. 
Effects of the System, 

Such a state of affairs must tell disastrously on 
the profession. .ln a large sense the bench and 
bar are responsible. 

Shall we find a remedy? Or shall we wait until 
an outraged public sentiment finds one for us? 
It is idle to sa cay Baye | is no remedy. Is it due to 
our system of practice. and W jag pos ? We are 
told by eminent jurists that New York and oer 
great communities have found the remedy by 
abolishing a system of procedure whicti was o} 
when our country was settled, and by the adoption 
of a system pain, direct, and si:apie, which. once 
adopted, no State or country has receded m. 
We borrowed it from England; England has 
abandoned it. Shall Illinois bear the oilless 
lamp alone? 

Our lawyers educated under the common law 
system say they do not like the system that ebol- 
ishes the different forms of sectuons, the distinc- 
tions between chancery and common law prac- 
tice, and requires men to state in a piain, direct 
way what they want and will give them what the 
oe shows them entitied td. Why don’t they 

eit? Because they have not tried it; ause 
a lawyer is constitutionally op to change. 
Let us insist on a trial of this awn for which so 
much is said. It cannot be worse than 
present. 

One thing more. In many places in this coun- 
try where there is no such volume of business as 
here Judges hold court from 9 o'clock in the 
morning to 6 in the evening, with a recess of one 
hour at noon. The recognized hours for profes- 
sional men ia this city is from 9to 5 o'clock. Is 
there any good reason why courts should not 
have the satne hours. The present court day is 
from 10 to 12:30 and from 2 to 4:30, five hours per 
day for five days and Saturday only a forenoon 
session—for the whole week only twenty-seven 
Is there any gvod reason 
why the court-day should not be from 9 to 12:30 
and from 2 to 5 :30 or from 9 to 1 and fron 2 to 5? 
If the fifteen Judges would adopt this 
change a saving of thirty hours 
a day would be made without additional 
expense and the additional work accomplished 
would be valtothe work ofsix new Judges 
working under the present system. With such a 
Cc the business of the courts could be kept 
up. - om be said this i a. ahardship. Is it not wh 

ardehip that the people cannot get the 
sdinete >! 

In closing Mr. Payne recommended that 
the institute’make Judge BHiott Anthony an 
honorary member for life. That honor, he 
said, had been conferred on but three men 
the present librarian, J. — Scammon, and 
John N. Wilson, but one of whom was living. 
The speaker also recommended that the Law 
Institute be made more than a delivery sta- 
tion; that it should be a place where lawyers 
might meet. 

Mr. Payne’s address was received with ap- 
plause, and a motion to incorporate it in the 
institute proceedings was at once carried. 

William H. Holden, the Treasurer, read his 
report, showing that during the year the re- 

ceipts have been $12,269 and the expenses 
$11,589. The election of officers re 
sulted as follows: Robert E. J enkins, 
President; William C. Niblack, First Vice- 
President; E. J. Whitehead Second Vice- 
President; William H. Hulden, Treasurer; 
Frederick W. Packard, Secretary; Julius Ro- 
sentha), Librarian.

Pants, Jan. 9.—The sudden death of one of 
the great men of this earth, the Khedive of 
Egypt, carried away by influenza like the 
humblest of his fallahin, has excited a feeling 
almost ainounting to terror. When the pub- 
lic whom the doctors wish to terrorize is dis- 
turbed by sueh lugubrious news it naturally 
desires to learn the truth. The truth may be 
stated as follows: 

Consult the statistics of the principal cities 
of the world and it will be found that under 
the head of influenza or rip there 
are only, two or, three deaths. In Paris 
during the last week there were four. It may 
at first sight seem from this that influenza is 
not serious and that there is no cause for un- 
easiness since out of 2,600,000 inhabitants 
only four individuals have succumbed. But 
again consult the statistics and look only at 
the column of deaths’ and it will be seen that 
these have considerably increased. For in-

In any case, however, no matter how docile 
Khedive Abbas may show himself to English 
direction, no matter how far his tastes 
actually may be English, nor how strong his 
will and powers of discrimination to resist 
and choose athong the many antagonistic in- 
fluences that will assuredly be brought to 
bear upon him, the death of Tewfik can- 
not but be regarded as a grave misfortune 
at once for Egypt and for England. He was 
& perfect occupant for a subordinate throne. 
During ns thirteen years’ reign he remained, 
with thorough loyaity, the faithful agent first 
of galling dual control and afterward of the 
British administration, and his premature 
death leaves a void which will not easily be 
filled.

The Bavarian Regent, Prince Luitpold, re- 
plied that he would not permit his sons to 
leave Munich. On which the Emperor de- 
clared that all the officers of the staff, includ- 
ing’ the Bavarian Prince, should leave Prussia. 
In Munich this assumption was regarded as 
humiliating., Negotiations were stopped, and 
since then the relations between Munich and 
Berlin have been much strained. 

While these events have been taking place in 
South Germany some disaffection in the North 
has-become noticeable. The government of 
the Grand Duchy of Metklenburg complains 
of violations of the military treaties. 

Mecklenburgers Were Wounded. 

Several soldiers who had been sentenced by 
the Mecklenburg courts have been released 
by the Prussian authorities. On the Empress’ 
birthday, too, the Meeklenburgers received or- 
ders from Prussia to celebrate the festival. 
And this despite the fact that the German 
Empress had no sovereign rights in the Grand 
Duchy, . Like all weak nations, the Mg 
burgers are proud of what remains of their 
rights. They have resented this interference 
with their liberties. One of their papers re- 
marks: “ Prussia seetiis bent on systematic. 
ally wounding the susceptibilities of the other 
German States, and by so doing she is rousing 
dangerous enmity.”’ 

The natives do not hesitate to express the 
regret they feel for Bismarck’s downfall. And 
their conduct seems the more significant if 
we remember that the Mecklenburgers Aave 
always been most friendly to Prussia. More- 
over, quite apart from these events, Europe is 
beginning to understand that Germany, not 
France, is the great menace to the general 
peace. 

To Restore Alsace-Lorriane,. 

A movement of opinion ‘in favor of the 
restoration of Alsace-Lorraine to France 
1s visible. Its advocates are not French- 
men or utopians, but men of emi- 
nence in neutral © countries. In an 
article which he contributed to the Revue de 
Lausanne, the well-known writer, M. Talli- 
chet, who has earned wide reputation by his 
moderation and the influence he wields in 
Switzerland, declares that the Prussian mili- 
tary system is crushing to Europe. As, even 
after twenty years of subjection, the Alsatians 
and Lorraines still desire to be with France, it 
would be best to content them. ‘‘ Germany,” 
he adds, “is one cause of anxiety in Europe. 
lt holds peace in its hands.”’ 

Prof. Beasley, the distinguished English 
positivist, in the course of an address at Ox- 
ford lately, said that no power had the right 
to rule a people in spite of itself. After re. 
minding his hearers that Germany had suc- 
ceeded in forming what was called a league of 
peace, and that it was always protesting it 
had no desire for war, he denounced its 
hypocrisy. Nothing, he maintained, 
was sacred in treaties which vio. 
lated the idea of 
the handing over of a. million and a half of 
Frenchmen to Germany was an outrage on 
public morality—the greatest crime and one 
of the great blunders. of the century. This 
blunder, he said, must. be corrected. The 
only nation which threatened European 
peace was Germany, which persisted in keeping 
what was seized in 1870. Therein lay the 
great danger which kept Europe in a constant 
state of fear. By its action, he asserted, Ger- 
many had offeuded all Europe and Europe 
had a right to cail it to account. 

Position of the Workingmen. 

Yesterday, in making a speech at Mulhouse, 
Bebal, the well-known Deputy, said that the 
German workingmen Socialists had always 
protested against the annexation of Alsace. 
His speech was applauded to the echo. 

In 1874 Gambetta exhorted France to be pa- 
tient, and foretold that soon or late the hour 
of justice must come. This hour seems near 
at hand. All the spiked helmets of the little 
Emperor will not stay justice. 

Europe has now cometosee that France 
does not wish war. It has taken alarm at the 
incessant eccentricities of the young Kaiser. 
A revulsion of public feeling in favor of France 
has become manifest. And if Frenchmen will 
but steel themselves to patience who knows 
whether, without having to fire a single snot, 
they may not score asplendid triumph and 
assure the peace of Europe for a century. 

To Investigate Petroleum, 

The Minister of Commerce has intrusted M. 
Roux, the wealthy chemist and government 
expert, with a special mission to America. He 
will sail shortly for the United States to study 
ana report on the methods of extracting, work- 
ing, and refining petroleum. His journey is 
connected with the important question of the 
petroleum duties in France.

From Montpellier, in the South of France, 
a city which is noted for the brightness of it 
atmosphere and the salubrity of its climate, 
comes reports of an alarming increase in the 
mortality, due entirely to the ravages of influ- 
enza. ;

The epidemic has gained in surface, but has 
diminished in depth. A curious thing is noted, 
and that is that in large cities it is less intense 
than in the smaller towns and villages. It at- 
tacks all temperaments, byt old and feeble 
persons’are the most severé sufferers, Chil- 
dren support the malady better than adults. 

If influenza is especially dangerous on ac- 
count of the complications that arise from it, 
it follows that its true treatment is to avoid 
the latter. These complications are pneumo- 
nia, pulmonary congestion, weakness of the 
nervous system, and acidulous poisoning of the 
blood. To avoid such complications the-pa- 
tient should be kept rigorously in bed so long 
as the slightest fever or the. slightest cough 
bothers him. Wagm potations should be given, 
which induce perspiration, and by sweating 
eliminate the toxic products that incumber 
the blood. I have determined, by the 
way, t the sweat of a person. suffering 
from influenza is twelve times more toxic 
than that of a person in a normal. condition. 
Weak doses of sulphate of: quinine of from 25 
to 50 centigrams should be given three 
times aday. The reason is that large’ doses 
make the patient sleep profoundly and de- 
stroy the fever, but have no action whatever 
upon the poisons circulating in the blood; do 
sot .ditninish. thei lent bility, “Small 


doses Or thre 
more active exudation and elimination of the 
poisons which are the source of the danger. 


Should Mistrust Antipyrene. 

Antipyrene, which is often recommended as 
a specitic for influenza, should be mistrusted. 
This medicine depresses the nervous system, 
doses the kidneys, which are the principal 
means of eliminating animal poisons, and 
consequently it is more harmful than useful. 
To sulphate of quinine should - be added aico- 
hol in moderate doses in the form of port 
wine or grog. 7 

It is necessary, above all, when fever has 
disappeared and the patiént wishes to go out 
and resume his usual occupations to insist 
upou a convalescence indoors for from four 
to eight days, according to the seriousness of 
the attack. Such is the general treatment. 

If influenza becomes localized and affects 
any particular organ a local treatment should 
accompany this general .treatment. This 1s, 
gf course, the affair of the physician consulted, 
and cannot be treated under the head of gen- 
eral indications.

Baron Hirsch’s New Mansion. 

Baron Hirsch has acquired a mansion which 
is one of the finest of the old London houses. 
The benefactor of his race moves into this 
palace in March next. There was much bar- 
gaining about 'the purchase, in which the Bar- 
on’s hereditary instincts shone conspicuously. 
The house stands at the corner of Bolton 
street and was built by the first Lord Ashbur- 
ton. One of the features of the mansion is the 
central hall, which rises to- the roof of the 
building. 

Explosion on the Czar’s Train. 

The Berlin Kreuz-Zeitung this week offers 
an explanation of the mysterious catastrophe 
at Borki in Uctober, 1888, by which the Czar 
and his family came near losing their lives 
through what was supposed to be the effects 
of an explosion under the railroad train on 
which they were traveling. It will be remem- 
bered that a deep and wide hole was found in 
the railroad track where the explosion oc- 
curred, though how any explosives could have 
been placed on the tine, which 
was carefully guarded, has remained-~a 
mystery. The Kreuz-Zeitang thus solves 
it. Among the papers of Gen. Seliverstoff, 
who was murdered m Paris by Padlewaky, 
were found, beside the photographs of well- 
known Nihilists, those of persons who were 
quite unknown to the Kussian detectives. 

As Gen. Seliverstoff had been intrusted with 
the surveillance of the Russian Nihilists the 
Russian police endeavored to find out who 
these unknown photographs represented. 
They were unsuccessful, however, until the 
German police handed over to the Russian au- 
thorities a man suspected of being concerned 
in Nihilistic plots, who, it appeared, had 
been kitchen-boy on the imperial train 
and was believed to have been killed, 
He made the following confession: He had 
placed in the compartment next to the dining 
saloon of the imperial train what was ostensi- 
bly a clock in the shape of a sugar loaf, and 
tying horizontally. This was the machine 
which caused the explosion. As the sugar- 
loaf moved. backwards and forwards with the 
movements of the train, however, the man 
feared that it might go off too soon and there- 
fore placed the clock in an upright position. 
This done he fied out of the train and got 
safely across the frontier. Only there he 
learned that the catastrophe had failed 
in the object of its promoters. This failure 
could only be explained by the machine stand- 
ing in au upright position, as, had it exploded 
while lying horizontally,- it would have de- 
stroyed everything near its own level, and 
none of the imperial family would have es- 
ecaped. As it was, itexploded ina downward 
direction and that accounts for the deep hole 
in the railway track, which was supposed to 
have been caused by buried explosives. 

Maupassant’s Condition Is Hopeless. 

There seems to be little doubt that Guy de 
Maupassant is hopelessly insane, although Dr. 
Blanche, the noted specialist in lunacy, in 
whose private asylum the demented novelist 
is, cays that there isa possibility of his ulti- 
mate recovery. De Maupassant, who only 
yesterday became calm after his attempt to 
commit suicide at Cannes the previous Satur- 
day, has long indulged himself, in morphine 
and hasheesh eating and recently has taken to 
the consumption of large quantities of ether. 
Aside from the terrible effects of these drugs 
on the braiu there is a hereditary influence to 
be taken into account, his father having died 
in an insane asylum, and ‘his mother, who “a! 
lives, not being in her right mind. 

it was found necessary to bring De Stceatia. 
sant in a strait-waistcoat from Cannes to 
Paris, and upon hi» being set free from it in 
Dr. Blanche’s hospital he made a violent as- 
sault upon the attendants, and it required 
seven inen to restrain him. Yesterday, how- 
ever, he became calin and was induced to eat. 
A Cannes newspaper givesthe following par- 
ticulars of the suicidal attempt: 

At 10 o'clock Saturday evening he sat down at 
his desk intending to resume the writing of his 
new novel * L’Angelus,’ which he had discon- 
tinued for some days. But all efforts to concen- 
trate his thoughts proved unavailing, and in an 
hour or so he sprang from his chair in violent ex- 
citement; brought his fist heavily down on bis 
writing-tabie and exclaimed, *‘ Another man over- 
boarc. Nothing ieft now but to die.” He 
fetched a razor from his dressing-room 
and gashed his throat. The noise made 
by his body falling brought his valet and 
the sailing master of his yacht. Incipient paraly- 
sis and that peculiar mania described as la folle 
des gratideurs were the chief symptoms of his dis- 
ease, which leaves but amall hope of recovery. Up 
to the day on which he attempted his life he 
wrote rational letters to friends in Paris, but com- 
plained therein of “intolerable pain.” It is af-

Experience of the Liandaff City. 

The British steamer Liandaff City, from 
New York for Bristol, which was towed into 
Queenstown yesterday by the Regina, New Or- 
leans for Bremen, had an eventful voyage. 
The crews of both steamers were thoroughly 


.exhausted when they reached port. The 


Liandaff City’s shaft broke while the steamer 
was on its beams’ ends in the heavy seas and it 
fell into the trough of the waves and was ter- 
ribly pounded, the lifeboats being lost. One 
immense wave lifted the steamer and its cargo 
trimmed so that the vessel rode on an even 
keel. Storm staysails were set and the steamer 
brought round, head to the sea. The decks 
were covered with a mass of wreckage which 
it was impossible to clear, 

After two days of this sort of experience the 
Inman line steamer City of Paris, on her way 
from Liverpool to New York, hove in sight, 
but as she was bound to the westward the 
Llandaff City required no assistance froin her.

BRITISH INTERESTS.

The sole complaint that has been made 
against the native doctors, who. ministered to 
the Khedive before the Europeaa doctors 
were summoned, is that they did not ascertain 
the fact that [ewfik Pasha was suffering from 
congestion of the lungs and inacton 
of the kidneys. It is true that mor- 
phine injections were administered to 
the patient to ease the intense pain 
he was suffering, but they were stopped after 
the European doctors had made an examina- 
tion of the Khcdive and agreed upon their 
diagnosis. 

Dr. Comanos has not made areport as to 
what hastened the death of the Khedive. He 
has only certified tq the nature of the maladies 
which caused the disease of the Egyptian 
ruler. 


NOT HOSTILE TO FRANCE, 


English Occupation of Egypt Is a Necessity 
—Europe Should Sympathize. 


Lonwpor, Jan. 9.—The Standard warmly re-

of Egypt is continued out of hostility to 
France.

More than this, the dual county and city govern- 
ments in all our large cities should cease to exist 
by the abolition of the former. Every considera- 
tion of economy demands this, and no good reason 
can be offered why it should not be done. 


Daal governments have ceased to exist in 
New York and Philadelphia. Neither of those 
cities is a marvel of economical administra- 
tion. The first is a miracle of rottenness and 
the second has produced many scandals.

CONGRESS AND THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

The World’s Fair Board of Directors has 
just made a financial statement, which should 
be read and reflected on by Congressmen. It 
appears that the total receipts of the Exposi- 
tion from all sources—stock subscriptions, 
Chicago bonds, gate receipts, sale of priv- 
ileges, salvage, and interest—will amount to 
about $23,350,000. [Che total sum to be ex- 
pended to the ciose of the Fair is placed at 
$18,530,000. This leaves a balance on the right 
side of the ledger of $4,820,000. 

But of the eighteen and a half millions 
seventeen will have to be paid out before May 
1, 1898, when the Exposition opens and the 
gate receipts bagin to come in. There will be 
available of that large sum only $10,750,000, 
| leaving $6,250,000 yet to be provided for. It is 
the opinion of the directors that the greater 
portion of that deficiency should be provided 
for by the General Government. It says: 

In view of the fact that the National Commis- 
sion, the government, in adopting 
the classification of exhibits, made the scope of 
the Exposition so extensive that, as the Exposition 
directory bas found, it could not possibly be cred- 
itably fulfilled within the expenditure of the 
$10,000,000 which was at first deemed sufficient— 
and which Chicago has provided according to 
mromise—it is believed that Congress will con- 
sider it incumbent on the government, both in 
point of actual obligation and that the national 
honer may be maintained before the world, to 
provide the means for meeting the excess of ex- 
penditure which the action of its representative 
rendered necessary. With such assistance, to the 
extent of $5,000,000, the Exposition company be- 
lieves it will be able to meet all demands. 

This statement of the case answers the as- 
sertion that this city has not kept its pledges 
and is asking the Congress to do something 
for it which it had promised to do for itself. 
It shows that Chicago has kept its word and 
has done more than it agreed to, but that the 
scope of the Exposition has been so enlarged, 
owing to the action of the National Commis- 
sion, that the sum which Congress deemed 
sufficient in 1890 turns out now to be only 
about two-thirds of what is required, As the 
National Commission, representing the whole 
country, has been the cause of a greater ex- 
penditure than was contemplated at first, it 
seems clear to the directors that Congress, 
representing the people of the United States, 
should help to foot the bigger bill. 

That view of the case will commend itself 
on retiection to every one except the editor of 
the New York Sun and perhaps to his faint 
Western echo, Majah Jones, who reproduces 
in a somewhat watery form on the banks of 
the Mississippi the abusive articles printed on 
those of the Hudson. 

The Congressmen have many things on their 
minds just now and probably will not give the 
Exposition at present the attention it deserves. 
But on the 22d of next month a number of

The more his time is taken up by the mob of 
people who want places the less able will he 
be to look after the interests of the over- 
whelming majority of the inhabitants who do 
not want to be fed on public pap. 

As might be expected, Mayor Washburne’s 
predecessor does not take that view of the 
case. He looked upon officeseeking as the 
chief end of man, and hence made an ex- 
traordinarily poor Mayor. He says: “I 
had officeseekers call on me too, and it is 
said there were lots of them, but I did not 
think I had a’right to deny any man the privi- 
lege of asking for work to.support himseif 
and family.” Translated out of this dema- 
goguish lingo this means that when a man 
who had been working for the Democracy in 
his ward or precinct, who liked to drink, but 
did not like to do honest work so he could pay 
his liquor bills, came along and asked fora 
soft place in the Police or Public Works De- 
partment which would give him a chance to 
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pay his saloonkeeper the ex-Mayor, instead of © 


having him sent to the appropriate depart- 
ment, listened -personally to the story of his 
services, and if 1t seemed probable that he nad 
any influence ordered thataplace be given 
him—not that he might work for his family, 
but that he might vote for Cregier. 

Decent regard for the interests of the public 
in Chicago as wellas at Washington requires 
that the hunters for offices, whether Repub- 
licans or Democrdts, shall be kept in the 
background, They form but a small per- 
centage of the total population, and they have 
a nvuch smaller percentage of respectability. 
Yet they pretend, at Washington as well as at 
Chicago, that they are the salt of the earth, 
that they are entitled to a monopoly of the 
time of the executive officers, and that the 
business of feeding them is more important 
than the regulation of the affairs of cities or 
nations. Mayor Washburne should stick to 
his promise. He should keep his doors closed 
against these cormorants. In that way only 
will he be able to give the city a good ad- 
ministration. 
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HAVE WE OUTGROWN CREEDS? 

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of the 
Christian Union and successor of Henry Ward 
Beecher in the pastorate of Plymouth Church, 
delivered an address in Boston recently be- 
fore an audience representing all shades of 
orthodoxy and heterodoxy, which is likely to 
arouse discussion, Its subject was the ** Evo- 
lution of Christianity.’’ ‘The substance of the 
address was that creeds have been outgrown 
by faith, and that faith isso much larger and 
more vital than it was that the creeds cannot 
contain it. “*‘ The wine is fermenting and the 
bottles are bursting,” said the lecturer, hence— 

What shall we do? Repress the fermentation? 
But the fermentation of the wine is the very evi- 
dence of its vitality and usefulness. 

Shall we then repair the breachws in the bottles 
with new patches? They will only make the rents 
greater. 

We must make new bottles and show ourselves 
capable of bottling our wine aright. 

Evolution lies at the basis of Dr. Abbott’s 
theory. As it has given the world a new bot- 
any, a new biology, a new history, ang a new 
philosophy, so in his estimation it will not stop 
until it gives 1t.a new theology, notwithstand- 
ing the opposition of eminént churchmen to it 
—a statement which will find many believers. 
Standing upon the definition of Le Conte that 
evolution is made up of continuous progres- 
sive changes according -to certain laws 
and by means of resident forces, Dr. Ab- 
bott made = his application of evolution to 
Christianity. His propositions substantially 
are (1) that the life of God in the soul of man 
is a life of continuous and progressive change 
according to certain laws, or, in other words, 
that the religious life is subject to evolution, 
the universal law of life; (2)-+that Christian- 
ity is the history of a progressive and contin- 
uous change from lower to higher and from 
simple to more complex forms; (3) that the 
“ creed and the organization of the church as 
well as social morals were better in the nine- 
teenth than in the sixteenth century, better in 
the sixteenth than in the fourth, and better in 
the fourth than in the first;” (4) that 
Christianity is subject to certaia fixed laws. 
He said: 

It will be my object to show you that the life of 
Godin the soulof man has been a continuous 
development from better to better, from more 
simple to more complex forms, in accordance with 
certain inviolable laws, It has also been asserted 
that the spiritual progress of races has not been 
due to the forces resident in humanity, but I 
shall endeavor to show that it has, even if we 
have to modify somewhat Matthew Arnold’s fa- 
mous “power not ourselves which makes fur 
righteousness,” since the power which makes 
for righteousness does not make for righteousness 
until it has become a part of ourselves. 

Thus far perhaps there will be no serious 
difference between Dr. Abbott and liberal 
orthodox believers, but unquestionably they 
will take issue with him in the aescir tie fur- 
ther development of the subject: 

Christianity being the history of the growth of 
God in the hearts and lives of men and society 
we shall go back to no creed or age of the church 
for the final word. We shall say to ourselves, as 
Christian evolutionists: “The business of au or- 
ganism is to adapt itself to 1ts environment, and 
the simple question for us is: What is the best 


<n of the church now and in the fut- | 
ure 

We shall not be surprised to find errors in the 
Bible. Weshall remember that it is the word of 
God as it is expressed in human lives, struggling 
through the imperfections of human intellect and 
human passion. 

* We shall not be surprised to find limitations of 
knowledge in Christ himself. The word of the 
Bible to us is not “ Halt,” but “ Forward, 
march.” 

Revelation is the creation of a new cepacity for 
seeing an old truth. The simplest text means 
just so much to you as you bave capacity to re 
ceive it. Trath is in the heart and mind of man, 
and a book simply communicates the truth from 
one mind to another. The Bible is not so much a 
revelation as a means of revelation. 

In these definitions Dr. Abbott parts com- 
pany with what is known as historical Chris- 
tianity and with the Bible as a final statement, 
the one of course implying the other. He will 
alienate that large number of orthodox: fol- 


lowers who inflexibly believe “ that Christian- 
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fection. Simultaneously with his diseovery 
‘comes the announcement that another German 
physician has secured the same microbe, the 
germ being found in the sputum, while Dr.

It may bea matter for much scientific 
hilarity and congratulation among the savants 
that the grip microbe has been discovered, 
transplanted, identified, labeled, and even 
photographed, but it will pot bring muth 
comfort to those who have the ‘grip or to 
those yet destined to have it; before streplo- 
coccus progenes ends his engagement for 1892. 


It is no particular compensation to a personto. 


discover a mad dog after him with no means 
of getting out of his way. It is not yet 
known whether either of these German 
doctors has obtained a specific cure from 
his culture, and until that is known and 
demonstrated the discovery of this microbe is 
of no more importance to suffering humanity 
than the discovery of a new comet or a hew 
island in the Pacific would be. What grip 
sufferers would like to know is what the 
doctors propose to do with the microbe, néw 
they have run it down. Will they transplant 
it at such a distance that it no longer dan 
afflict humanity? Will they discover some- 
thing tha®will muzzle or kill it? Will they 
hunt it down in its favorite lairs and extermi- 
nate it? ‘nese are the questions the safferers 
will be likely to ask. : 

The announcement that the son-in-law of 
Dr. Koch has discovered the grip microbe 
will remind the world that the father-in-law 
not long since discovered the tubercular 
bacillus, a near relative of the grip bacillus, 
bottled it up in jelly, cultivated it, and fed it 
out to rabbits and monkeys; but there has 
been no diminution of tubercles and the tuber- 
chlar bacillus still continues its ravages. Rea- 
soning from analogy the world will apprehénd 
that the grip bacillus, in spite of its discov- 
ery, will continue to ravage human interiors 
and make life miserable. is well under- 
stood that phthisis is one of ‘the most certain 
results of grip, which shows an alliance, of- 
fensive and defensive, between the two mi- 
crobes and creates the suspicion that as the 
father-in-law was worsted by the one the spn- 
in-law will be worsted by the*other, so though 
both of them have n caught and 
identified and put into ti soup, as it wére, 
there is no comfort for the sufferers. What 
they want to know jis how ‘these little pests 
existing by countless millions in the air, the 
water, the dust, and the food we eat are te be 
kept out of the sputum and the blood, and 
warned away from their favorite pastime of 
titillatingg the mucous membrane. 

So long as these distressing conditions re- 
main it will not ‘be prudént for people to 
rely upon bacillus ‘eulturés fora gieani of 
hope. “Some day ,the savants may find a way 
of disposing of the bacilli they have captured, 
and when they do they will make themselves 
biessed forever by suffering humanity, but 
until that time ordinary prudence suggests 
that people should wear warm clothing, 
keep their feet dry, avoid cold storms, and, if 
attacked by a cold, consult a reputable physi- 
cian. A few simple precautions of this kind 
may baffle the bacilli or at least enable the 
victim to successfully resist their ravages. 
Chicago thus far, while it hagshad conslerable 
influenza, has managed to escape the grfip, 
and the prevailing cold weather will lead to 
still more favorable results. Meanwhile if 
Dr. Pfeiffer willannounce that he has found 
some way to muzzle streplococcus progenes 
and render it innocuous he will go down to 
fame as one of the immortals.

CLEVELAND WANTS TARIFF REFORM 
/ONLY. | 

Ex-President Cleveland made the leading 
speech at the banquet given by the Businéss- 
Men’s Democratic Association of New York 
to celebrate the anniversary of the batije of 
New Orleans, and under the cover of praixes 
of Gen. Jackson set forth the policy which he 
thinks the Democratic party should pyrque 
during the comimg contest. — 

He lauded Jackson for his courage and 
steadfastness and his indifference to consider- 
ations of political expediency or personal ad- 
vancement, and called on his’ party to imitate 
his example and stick to the work it had begun 
until it had accomplished it. * He said: 


The Democratic party of today, which conjures 
with the name of Jackson, hag attacked a mon- 
strous evil, intrenched behind a perversion of 
governmental] power and guarded by its selfish 
beneficiaries. On behalf of those among our peo- 
ple long neglected we have insisted on tariff ‘re- 
form and ah abandonment of pilin oe favoritigm. 


Referring, of course, ‘ Senator Hll’s 
proposition that the iiccake should con- 
fine their efforts to an attempt to reéstablish 
the tariff of 1883, and to the suggestions. of 
other weak-kneed statesmen, he said: 


With the success we have already achieved it 
seems to me that it would be the height of folly, 
considered purely as a question of party manage- 
ment, to relax in the least our qetermina tion and 
persistency. 


This isan attempt to stop ’ ‘the stam pede:in 
the Democratic party and to-bring it back to

GIVING CONGRESS CONTROL OF MAR- 
* RIAGE AND DIVORCE. ~ 

Mr. Springer introduced in tne Fiftieth Con- 
gress a resolution for a constitutional amend- 
ment giving to Congress the power to pass 
uniform marriage and divorce laws for the 
United States. He’ was’ unable, however, to 
get the House to consider it, although the 
proposition met with much favor throughout 
thie country. sas 

It- yas stated in Thursday’s Tarsune that 
Senator Kyle of South Dakota, having had his 
attention called to the lax divorce laws of his 
State and haying made a study of the “divorce 
colony ’’ at Sioux Falls, has prepared and will 
submit a resolution similar to that of Mr. 
Springer, and will endeavor to secure its pas- 
sage. 

As the number of States increases the in- 
conveniences arising from their differing mar- 
riage and divorce laws grow. greater. In one 
State no divorces are allowed. In another 
they are granted for aditiltery only. In another 
they are granted for half a dozen causes. In 
another they can be had practically for the 
asking. Some States refuse to recognize the 
validity of divorces granted in other States to 
persons married under the laws of the former. 


A man may be a bigamist in one place and ‘ 


not in another. Children may be held legiti- 
mate in Illinois and illegitimate in South 
Carolina. The coyrts aré called on constantly 
to settle the most perplexing cases growing out 
of these conflicting laws, and often innocent 
parties suffer. It is admitted by nearly all 
that the laws of this country on these two im- 
portant subjects of marriage and divorce 
should be uniform. 

During the last two years an attempt has 
been made in that direction by means of in- 
dependent State action. Pennsylvania and 
some of the neighboring States have con- 
sidered the matter and have taken steps 
towards harmonizing their laws. It 1s thought 
probable that others will-follow their example, 
but such a plan of operation is very slow. 
Some States will persist in holding aloof, 
fancying that if they continue giving facilities 
for easy divorce it will make them the favorite 
resort of the tens of thousands who seek re- 
lief from. marriage ties. 

In case Congress should submit the pro- 
posed, amendment to the States, and three- 
fourths of them should ratify it, the remaining 
one-fourth would have to obey whatever laws 
Congress might pags on the subject, whether 
they wanted to or not. So the shortest way to 
settle the matter would be by amending the 
Constitution, There is no reason why Con- 
gress shovld not pass the resolution and let 
the States act. When the subject is brought 
directly before the latter they will proceed to 
consider and discuss it. Some of them, like 
South Carolina, may refuse to ratify, believ- 
ing that the, divorce law which Congress might 
pass would not be as strictas the one that 
Others might fear an intéer- 
ference with their peculiar marriage laws. 
Others would gladly intrust the. regulation of 
marriages and divorces to the General Gov- 
ernment. 

‘Whatever the outcome may be, there is no 
reason why the people of the different States 
should not be given an opportunity to ex- 
press their sentiments on the subject through 
their agen, 


A A SILVER CONFERENCE. 

"One of the most sensible suggestions made 
in several months past, though said to have 
come from a Democratic source, is that for a 
bill authorizing the President of the United 
States to invite the holding of an international 
monetary congress in this city during the 
Great Fair next year. It is’: proposed that the 
members of the Latin Unien. shall be invited 
to send delegates, and that as soon as two or 
more countries shali have accepted the invita- 
tion the President shall designate the date of 
the assemblage and name the delegates whom 
the bill will authorize him to appoint. 
The present proposition is that the 
United States shall be represented 
by fifteen delegates, five of whom are to 
be appointed by the President from 
among private citizens of high character and 
conspicuous ability, five to be appointed by 
the Speaker ‘of the House of Representatives, 
and five to be chosen by the United States 
Senaie from their own number. It is said the 
suggestion was made that the Secretary of 
State and Director of the Mint should be made 
ex-officio delegates from the’ United States, 


but that this was rejected by those. in charge 


of the movement. They thought it might be 
regarded as placing too much power in the 
hands of the administration, while the essence 
of the idea should be that the congress repre- 
sent the Parliaménts and people of the par- 
ticipating countries rather than their govern- 
ments. 

‘The bill should bé formulated and passed 
and the silvery shriekers then te given to un- 
derstand that it is useless for them to agitate 
for the adoption of their pet measure previous 
to the action of the congress, which undoubt- 
edly will be held in accurdance with the terms 
of the law. They .should be made to see that 
it is highly desirable they keep quiet and not 
jeopardize the success of an effort to come to 
an international agreement by their persistent 
demand for the impracticable. I[t is far from 
probable that the parity of sixteén to one can 
ever be restored’ so long as the commercial 
world knows well that twenty ounces of silver 
can be produced as cheaply as a single 
ounce of gold. It is not desirable that 
it should be restored, since to agree 
upon it would be sitiply to stave off 
the solution of a problem which will not down 
in this practical age, when the value of an 
article is measured by the éxertion required to 
produce it. But whether or not, it is beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that the United States 
alone could no more restore such a parity 
than it could legislate copper up to a par with 
silver. Ifthesilver men really want to see 
their favorite metal retognized and circulated 
at the greatest. possible value they could not 
better work for that end than by ceasing their 
foolish agitation for free ecoinagé and joining 
in to the support of the measure for calling an 
international conference to consider the mat- 
ter in all its phases. It they do not consent 


p to such a change of tactics they will stamp 


themselves as. wrong-headed fellows of the

torily solving the problem. It is considered 
almost certain that the measure will pass the 
Senate, and that a count of noses in the House 
would. not show more than a small majority 


against it. The probability is that it will be 


brought up in Congress the coming week, and 
that the temper of the House will be tested 
on the question of referrmg it to a committee. 

Durtine last week notice was served by the 
authorities on a number of concerns to abate 
the smoke nuisance they were creating or 
stand suit, The effect of this simple warning 
was remarkable. Several of the greatest and 
most persistent offenders managed somehow 
or other to prevent the emission from their 
chimneys of the clouds of sooty smoke which 
they have been pouring out without intermis- 
sion for weeks and months. 

How did they manage to work such an in- 
stantaneous reform? It was not by changing 
to smokeless fuel, for there was no time for 
it. Either it was by using emoke-consumes, 
which had been put in previously but which 
had not been used, or it was by going down 
into the boiler-room and threatening to bounce 
all hands instanter if they did not do their 
tiring moro carefully. Whatever was done it 
was effectual, for the discharge*of smoke was 
nearly stopped. 

If these people can keep their chimneys in 
decent order for three days why cannot they 
do itallthetime? It is useless for them to 
say that they cannot do away with the smoke 
nuisance, when they have done it.. They have 
furnished abundant evidence that if they do 
not obey the law henceforth it 1s because they 
are too careless or indifferent. Should any 
of them be caught offending again, and some 
of them will be soon, no doubt, they should 
be sued, fined, and the fines collected. They 
should not be ramitted because of promises to 
do better, and a néw fine should be imposed 
for every new violation, 

During the ocloding days of last week the 
sky was noticeably more free from smoke 
than for a long time past. It was due simply 
to the fact that the city authorities had been 
more active owing to the increasing pressure 
of pubiic sentiment, If those citizens who 
have taken the matter in hand relax none of 
their energy and keep the city officers up to 
the mark there will be soon a sensible abate- 
ment of the smoke nuisance. The work of 
clearing the atmosphere is one which calls for 
eternal vigilance and unwearying effort, 


Tue test of the guns of the remodeled mon- 
itor Miantonomoh kas proved successful, 
though it is not yet completed. A dispatch 
says: 

Each gun was firéd once with the reduced 
charge, thus making two shots discharged from 
each piece since the monitor's arrival in these 
waters. These tests having been satisfactorily 
completed, one shot with the full service charge 
of 255 pounds of cocoa-brown powder was fired, 
the gun used being the right-hand one of the pair 
in the forward turret. This was a hummer. The 
gun recoiled to the full calculated limit, and the 
shot sailed more than a mile away before it took 
its first salt-water bath. The concussion follow- 
ing the explosion was tremendous, bat everything 
stood it well. Possibly the water exit may be re- 
duced somewhat in succéeding shots to shorten 
the recoil slightly, but étherwise there is little 
improvement to be made. 

The story of the failure of the Miantono- 
moh’s steering-gear ig now officially denied, 
so that in all respects the big vessel has proved 
itself worthy of the anticipations that have 
been indulged in as to its capabilities in sail- 
ing and firing, The application of all this is 
that if the Miantonomoh had been ready six 
months ago and had been down in Valparaiso 
harbor, instead of the Baltimore, Chile would 


not have been so bumptious.

‘Tenement-Houses Built at the Lowest Pos- 
sible Cost Condemned. 

The following communication is from the 
Secrétary of the Builders’ and Traders’ Ex- 
change, who introduces himself as “‘a con- 
tractor in Chicago for thirty-five years, nearly 
twenty-five years of which have been spent in 
the stady of making a building of inflamma- 
ble materiais of such construction that it will 
be slow burning’”’: 

I cannot refrain from comment on the deplora- 
ble state of things prevalent and running ram- 
pant at the pce time in this city, in the erec- 
tion of flat’ buildi at the minimum cost and 
intended for the maximum return in rents. I re- 
gard it as a blessing that the insurance companies 
are losing money ana will have to increase their 
rates. Double them, insure for only 50 per cent 
of the value of the property, let the owner carry 
the other half. and in the'place of seeing how 
cheap he could build he would be looking about 
tasee how well he could bnild to protect the 
building against fire. Insuch case the annual 
losses by fire in this city would be in the hundreds 
of thousands in place of the millions. I do not 
wish to be uaders as advocating that there 
can be no other kind of building erected that 
would be acceptable except that of steel 
m construction. claim. it is en- 
easible to build a flat building ten 
stories high of construction by judicious and 

roper use of a metallic lath and concrete. Will-

The t residence property is worth, 
unimproved, $12 a square foot. Connecticut ave- 
nve. Sixteenth street, and Massachusetts avenue 
are the finest residence streets. Sales of :real 
estate in 1890 amounted to $7,000,000, and $8,000,000 
worth of new buildings wereerected. Real estate 
is not sold at auction, but at private sales. Titles 
run back to 1797, and transfers are not considered 
difficult or expensive.

Parnell, his éxit from the stage of life in cem- 
parative obscurity, suggesta some observa- 
tions on the beau ideal ae hero a man 
which obtains among English-speaking peo- 
ple today. “She invincibility, boldness, keen- 
ness of insight, and tenacity of purpose which 
made possible such splendid achievements as 
his, the devotion to a great and oppressed 
cause, elicit today, as they have always done, 
the enthusi@stic admiration of men. Per- 
haps, however, Mr. Parnell’s failure was the 
measure of his apparent defection from the 
standard of Atrue man generally recognized 
in the society of our time, a 

No man, however brilliant his genius, if he 
be less than & saint—and the saints, we are as- 
sured, are in heaven—can in ourday be alto- 
gether a law unto himself with impunity. 
Less than a‘ century, ago a man of certain 
rank who wa’ guilty of:inore or less treach- 
erous intrigue, or who loved his neighbor’s 
wife, couid ldy claim to the na.ne of a gentle- 
man if his personal bravery were such that he 
never avoided or refused a challenge, and al- 
ways res id his “word of honor.” This 
could scarcely be the case today. The title of 
a gentleman, which has always been so de- 
sired in civilized society, implying, as it does, 
some superiority of blood or condition or 
culture or cohduct, possibly demands in our 
time, socially and morally, more varied and 
elevated attributes than in any past age. It is 
interesting td glance at the qualities of the 
ideal gentlemian of the present, both in En- 
gland and Armferica. 

William Hazlitt in his sketch of a gentle- 
man, which is. descriptive socially of a British 
type which exists today, saye: “He is inde- 
pendent in cireuinstances and is used to en- 
ter society on equal terms; he is relieved 
from the nedessity of following any of those 
laborious trades or callings whic cramp, 
st-ain, and distort the human frame. He is 
not bound todo any one earthly thing, to use 
any exertion or put himself in any posture 
that is not perfectly easy and graceful, agree- 
able and becoming. Neither is he required 
to excel in ary art or science. . . . He has 
only to sacrifice to the graces. Again, the 
expression of face 10 the tleman or thor- 
oughbred mah of the world is not so much 
oe of refinément as of flexibility; of sensi- 
bility’ or enthusiasm as of indifference; it 
argues presence of mind rather enlarge- 
ment of idems: . . . A gentleman is one 
who understands and shows every mark of 
deference to the claims of self-love in others 
and exacts it in return. His manners, proper- 
ly speaking, have little to do with real kind- 
ness of intention or practical services or dis- 
interested sacrifice, but they put on the garb 
and simulate the appearance of these.’’ 

This sort of gentleman, it will be seen, sup- 
ports a glory: quite. inde ent of superior 
intellect or morals, or the necessity of being 
of any actual value in the world.

A Noted Character Dead, 


 * Another New York “ character,” who knew 


as many promirient men of the city as any 
veteran newspaper man, has gone. His name 
was Hitchcock, and for nearly half a century 
he kept a modest, but highly profitable res- 
taurant in a basement on Park Row, facing 
the City Halland near all the newspaper ot- 
fices. His menu was restricted to coffee and 
cakes, hams and beans, corned beef and 
beans, boiled eggs, and an assortment of 
pies. For years his was the only “all-night ’ 
eating-house in his part of the city, 
and every journalist, high and low, 
in * Newspaper Row ’’ lunched _ there 
at times—-Horace Greeley, Henry J. Ray- 
mond. Charles A. Dana, and a host of others, 
while by daylight many Judges, lawyers, and 
politicians dropped in for a “ bite.” Greeley 
found it a convenient place to take a visitor 
for ten minutes’ talk without chance of dis- 
tumance, and some other editors followed 
Greeley’s example, ali of — one familiarly 
greeted by the proprietor, who for many years 
was also Aes bar waiter. Hitchcock made a 
of money, but never was 
even when business 
a —_ 
assistants. He ikea’ 
great men whom he had known; he talked 
well, had a good memory, and also a high re- 
spect for the truth, so many a reporter when 
ordered to write up an “old timer” would 
drop down the basement stair for a chat with 
Hitchcock. Contrary to all precedent he 


along for hundreds of miies without a tributary 
of any kind; of the levees that shut in the waters 
and kept their’ surface high above all the 
neighboring country; of the bayous where the 
alligators basked in the sunshine; of the strange 
vogbtation of the cypress swamps and the pal- 
mettos; of the hanging moss, of the sloughs 
swarming with reptiles, of. the pelicans, of the 
buzzards, of the herons, of the fiddler crabs, of 
houses without cellars, and of cemeteries where 
there was no such thing as a grave which had 
been dug. The town had been laid out in 1720 by 
the ieor la Blonde de tla Tour 
acting under orders of Bienville, and had 
been laid out with all the regularity of 
a militarycamp. Had it not been for the crescent 
shape of the river front the plan would have beén 
a parallelogram. On the three land sidés were 
low ramparts at right angles to each other. On 
the river sidq was the levee, From the gate of 
France on the north to the gate of Tchbupitouias 
on the south the distance was a mile, and pre- 
cisely in the middle of the mile was the Place 
d’Armes. From the river back to the rampart 
which shut out the waters of the cypress swamp 
the distance was one-third of a mile. Within 
these limits the streets were laid out at right 
angles, were each thirty-two French feet wide. 
and bore the names of the Dukes and Princes 
of France. One was Chartres, another was Or- 
leans, another Maine, another Bourbon, another 
Toulouse, Still others were named Conti and 
Conde, and to these in time were added Dauphin 


and St. Louis. 

Between the day when Bienville took up his 
headquarters ag New Orleans and the day when 
Claiborne received the keys of its gatés the town 
had grown much but changed little. The old 
fortifications had been much improved in 1798, 
and aslimy ditch, backed by an earth rampart 
and a wooden palisade, now surrounded thw city. 
A few rust cups mounted on five huge bastions 
constitu the chief defense. One bastion stood 
at eagh of the four corners. The fifth was in the 
rear of the city. The people still 
went in and out re = four gate- 
ways guarded by sentries all day and carefully 
shut each night at 9. The four gates closed four 
thoroughfares. Through the river gate of France 
went the road to the plantations down the river. 
Through another went the bayou road, along 
which was beginn to spring up the fashian-

What an Expert Photographer Sent to the 


Bahamas by the World’s Fair Did—The 
Place of Interment of the Discoverer at 
San Domingo—In the Cathedral That 
Contains the Bordias Vault—The Navi- 
gator’s Career at the Islands—The Story 
That Washingten Irving Tells. 


Early last summer an expert photographer 
was sent to the Bahama islands by the Latin- 
American Department of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition, of which William E. Curtis 
is Resident Secretary, with instructions to take 
‘** snap shots’ of the places connected with 
the leading historical incidents in the life of 
Christopher Columbus. As a result of this 
expedition sixty-one pictures, covering almost 
every point of the great discoverer’s career in 
the Bahamas, were returned to the depart- 
ment. 

Phe work of enlarging them by the sepia- 
bromide process, awarded Oct. 30, 1891, to 
Messrs. Inglis & Co. of Chicago, has just been 
successfully completed, and the pictures, some 
of them converted into sepia prints, some of 
them done in water colors, end others still in 
plain black and white, have been forwarded 
to the headquarters of the Latin-American 
Departn.ent at Washington. 

But Chicago has not seen the last of this in- 
teresting series of sketches. Before many 
months have passed it will be returned, and 
together with a number of Spanish photo- 

aphs wili form a feature of the government

The seat or Senatorship held by Plumb, 
says the Troy (Kan.)

He betrayed his constituents in the Johnson 
impeachment case, and for more than twenty 
years, although still living, he has been deader 
than Plumb will be twenty years from now. 
Alexander Caldweil was elected to succeed 
him; but through the instrumentality of de- 
feated candidates, an investigation was gotten 
up over alleged corruption in the election, and 
Caldwell closed the matter by resigning. 
Robert Crozier of Leavenworth was appoint- 
ed to the vacancy, but held the place only un- 
til fhe meeting of the next islature. n 
Goy Harvey was elected for remainder of 
thesterm, but proved a complete failure, and 


| cut.no figure in the next election. Plumb was 


chosen to succeed him, and was in his third 
term whed he was suddenly stricken down, 
leaving the place vacant, to be filled by ap- 
iptment for the third time. Thus that seat 
as'been vacated twice by sudden or violent 
Geaths, has had two flashes ih the pan, one dis- 
grave and one nonentity.
